We have beau- 
tiful lakes, rivers, prairie land, and game 
of all sorts in Minnesota. We have beau- 
tiful carriages and fast horses, and what 
is further, we have fast people in Minne- 
sota. We hare Minne-ha-ha and St. An- 
thony Falls in Minnesota. And above all, 
we have the first bridge (and a Suspen- 
sion Bridge at that) in Minnesota. In 
fact, sir, we have every thing which con- 
duces to the comfort of man in Minneso- 
ta.” 

Now, then, tell your friends these facts. 
Th«y won’t believe you. Tlicy will laugh 
at you. And when we tell them we have 
a suspension bridge erected at a cost of 
§60,000, they won’t believe that ; still it 
is so. But new countries are like progres- 
sive individuals; they are invariably ahead 
of the age. They are obliged to suffer 
and oven to endure the sneers of the ig- 
norant, but time sets all things riglit ; so 
will it be with Minnesota. When thou- 
sands and thousands who now scout the 
idea of a great city where stands St. Paul, 
shall have passed over the first suspension 
bridge that spans the Mississippi, they will 
begin to realize that the “ tale has not 
half been told.” 

The bridge to which we allude, is inn 
rapid conr.se of completion. Eight ropes, 
so to speak, embracing one thousands of 
wire, have been strung across from the 
piers on tho Minne.apolis side to those on 
Hennepin Island. These are to be bound 
together, which will form one of the main 
supports on which the bridge is to be 
hung. Tae other will soon be completed 
when in a short time the bridge will bc in 
a condition to cross. The architectural 
design is of a modern character, and is in 
keeping with the progressive spirit about 
the region in which the bridge^ in 
built. In truth the bridge equals (al- 
though not on so gigantic a scale) the far 
famed suspension bridge at Niagara Falls. 

As Minneapolis is a place of only a 
year’s growth, some of our distant read- 
ers may not know its precise location, and 
that of the bridge above described. Min- 
neapolis is directly opposite St. Anthony, 
on the west bank of the Mississippi, on 
what is still government land, and two 
years since was in possession of the In- 
dians. The bridge connects the two pla- 
ces, which, the liincs might have added, 
will contain five years hence, twenty thou- 
sand citizens.

It was a 
great mistake to build a ship destined for 
such arduous and all-important service, of 
pine wood; and having been su built, it 
was a still more desperate mistake to 
drive her through a Newfoundland fog at 
the rate of thirteen miles an hour. — Phil.

measure, with feet and inches marked 
upon it. The girth is the circumference 
of the auimcTl just behind the shoulder 
blades, 'i'he length is the distance from 
tbd shoulder to the buttock. The super- 
ficial feet are obtained by multiplving the 
girth and length. The tellowing contains 
the rule to ascertain the weight of the an- 
imal ; 

If less than five and more than three 
multiply superficial feet by sixteen. 

If less than seven and more than five, 
multiply superficial feet by twenty^three. 

If less than nine and more than seven, 
multiply superficial feet by forty-two. 

If less than eleven and more than nine, 
multiply superficial feet by forty -two. 

Example. — Suppose the girth of a bul- 
lock to be six feet, (hree inches; length, 
five feet six inches. 'Diere would be then 
three and a half feet, which naultiplied by 
eleven, gives thirty-eight pounds of the 
animal when dressed. 

In this way the weight of the four quar- 
ters can be substaniially ascertained du- 
ring life. — Boston Traveler.
